geore ?: Greatly: (no doubr:)-did iniquitie prenaile, and flrong was 
EOTAonens yea to great bouldnes, and courage were the wic- 
ed growne when.it ſeemed to. Darid, as if the Lorde were care- 
leffe in governing the world, and/hadforgottento releeue hispoore 
diſtreſſed. people, or call the-wicked ta account; butſeemed either 
tolet them doc euen whatthey.lifled without controulement, which 
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od forbid we ſhould once-imagine; baryer in t etime of afli&on 


and tempration ſuch isthe weakenesof farth-cyznin the- very regene- 
rate,thacthey coriceiue ſomtime of God and his; warkes,:atherwiſe 
thenbecometrh them, or then beſeemeth the mareſtic of God, the rea- 
ſon hereof is, becauſe they be forthe time as inen. that are buffered and 


aſtonied with blowes, to whoſe ſence the ground ſeemeth toturne | 


round, when indeedthere is no ſuch matter,bur the turning and altera- 
tion is in them ſclues,and therefore the temprations of the regenerate 
are called by Paulc the buffetings of Sathan. 2, Cor,x 2.7. And yer not- 
withſtanding (though ata bluſh they may ſeeme toiumpe with the 
wicked , who doalwayes harboure within them moſt baſe and vn- 
worthy conceipts ofthe moſt 'high, who filleth Heauen and earth 


with his all ſeeing, and incomprehenſible preſence, and with whom 


is neither change nor ſhew of change; yet betrweene the godly and the 
wicked there is alwayes this double difference, Firſt,in the greateſt af- 
flitions, and weakneſſe of faith wherewith the godly are exeraſed, 
there is yet ſome cuidence of Gods ſanRiifying ſpiritin them, ſuppore 


ting them from finall & deſperate falling away from the graccof God, 


though it be more thenthey alwayes feele in themſelucs, for though 
Dauid complaineth in the beginning of this Pſalme of Gods lon 

abſence, yethe is certainly perſivaded of his prefence to him, or elle 
he had praiedinyaine , And as carthlie Fathers haue a ſecret affeQion 
to their children more then their children. do allwayes perceiue, ſo 
God hath a ſecrethandin his children to yphould'them from falling 
away, more then they. alwaies doc feele, which feeling they want 
ſomtime to humble them, and to make them more earneſt in prayer, 


_ and more carefull to keepe the fauour of God when they haue it. And 
| ſomtime the Lord beſtoweth ſecret fauors vpon his children more 
' thenthey know of, as /oſezbs bretheren had euery man his money in  - 


his ſack by the way, which was more thenthey knew,till they came to 


 tneir Inne .Gen. 4.2 .27.But with the wicked it is not ſo,for God hath 
left them to themſelues, giuing them ouer to a reprobate ſence that 


they may wax worſe and worſe, deceiuing and being deceiued, there 
15 no ſecrethand of Gods grace inthem, char can be perceiued' either

of themſelues or of others for them . Another difference is this : when 


the heat of afflichon and ſtrength of temprationis allaied inthe oodly, ;

Afﬀer Dania had complained tothe Lord of the pride aud crueltie 
of the wicked and very ſubſtantiallie proued thoſe articles which he 
exhibited againſt them, inthe x2. verſe he doth humbly ſue yo the 
Lord by praicr, that he wouldariſe and ſhew by ſome gracious effe fs 
thathe hath the poore in remembraunce , which doe commit them=- 
ſclues ynto him,and namely-by breaking the arme,that is, the pow- 
er of the wicked which they abuſed to miſchiefe and wrong. And 
at length as: one hauing obtained his requeſt, hee concluderh this 
Plalme with a holy gratulation or thankſgiuing vnto the Lord, for 
that by his ſpirite hee did afſure him of ſome remedy , by. taking a 
iuditiallhearing of the matter on both fides, whereby. we are taught 
to pray for Gods paore diſtreſſed. people as for our ſclues, as alſo 


' tobeeas thankefull to God-for his mercies towardes them as if they 


had beene beſtowed vpon ourſelues, and in ſo doing ſhall we irie whe- 
cher we be fellow and fecling members of the bodie of Chriſt, or dead. 
and rottenmembers;ſixch as are cut off from the bodie, and liue-not by- 
che life of God that is in Teſus Chriſt. | bl 

- Lord ebou haſt heard, &c. Heere Dauidacknowledgeth the good- 
nefle. of Ged towardes his poore helpeleſle feruants.owo waies, firſt 
generally.in the x7; verſe, ſaying, Lordrhen haſt heard the defire of the 
poore, then particularly amplifying this goodneſſe:of God, firſt by ſet= 
ting downe. the ;ctficient cauſe of the poore mans defire, in theſe 
wordes.. Thox: Pipers aheir heart ,, then by noting the formall 
cauſe of that readinefſſe:, and willingneſſe which is in God to 
heare their defire +in theſe wordes, Thou bendeſt thine eare wnto 
them 2 and then by the finall cauſe of this goodnefle, in verſe

why haue wee not juſtice executed ; but he endeth as you heare : 
Lorde thou ha#t heard the deſire of the poore, &c. which is as much. 
as can bee defired. Such ableſfd and ioyfull ende will God fende' 
yato alt his poore afflitedſeruants, when he hath well humbled them, 
and throughly exerciſed them with the buffetings of Sathan,andftung | 
them to the yery heart with the ſence and feeling of their finnes and” 
affrighted them with a timible ſhew of anangrie and wrarhfull coun- ' 
renance, all which the Lord will doe againſt his deere children. Firſt 
tolet them fecele and know whatthey haue,and are of theriſelues, ſe= 
condlie, tomake'theth acquainred with farhans mallice, thartheyrake 
heede how they either obey him or belecue him? againe, thirdlie,'ts' 
make the greatnefſe of his Joue, and gracious mercy more knowne in - 
deliuering themar the laſt; for by the wantof a benefit we know. 
what a benefit is worth , and therefore toy reffoted; 'is'more accepta-' 
ble then i6y continued: P/al. 51.12.

ces of the ſpirit? Againe, who is it,or whatis it, that dooth ſo earneſtly 
thirſt after thoſe excellent graces of faith , of repentance , of the for- 
oiueneſſe of finnes,8c. Surely in this Tragedie be three AQors , and 
euery one doth his part, and here is wiſedome to diſcerne one from 
the other, heere is thy owne conſcience accuſing, Sathan accuſing,and 
Gods law accuſing; Thy conſcience ſheweth thee thy wants; Gods 
ſpirit ſheweth thee thy wants, and Sathan ſheweth thee thy wants; 
but that which God doth in loue Sathan doth in malice ,that which 
God dooth to humble thee, Sathan dooth to deſtroy thee; thou faieſt 
thou canſtnot repent, thou canſt not beleeue, thou canit not pray : Oh 


 Fveete mercie of God, for that the wicked doe not ſo much'as know 


their wants, thou art ſorie that thou canſt not repent , that thou canſt 
not beleeue,8c. Oh what better repentance then to bewaile thy im- 
Penitencie ? what greater griefe then that which ariſerh forno griefe 
for ſinne > What is this but ſorrowe it ſelfe for ſinne ? thou would- 
eſt pray, thou wouldeſt belecue ſtedfaſtly , who wroughtthat hun- 
gerand thirſt in thee ? not fleſhand blood, not Sathan, therefore it 
muſt needes be Gods ſpirit, content thy ſelfe thou ſhalt be ſatiſfied, 
and take that deſire of grace for grace it ſelfe, and a pledge of fur- 
ther grace tobe receiued hereafter, Thou faieſt thou feeleſt not Gods 
loue inthee,and therefore he loueth thee not, but doe the Lorde no 
iniuric, meaſure not his grace by thy feeling,he that tooke a rib out of 
mans fide, while he ſlepr, in ſuch ſorte that he feltit not, can alſo puta 
fecret hand of grace into thee, to vpho!de thee while his ſpirit dooth 
fleepe in thee,and thou not feele it and for the proofe of that I ſay con- 
ſider with me , how often haue.many beene tempted to miſchiefe 
thengſclues and others, yea and practiſed their owne deſtruction which 
a are living , and well? from whence came this, but from a ſecret 

and of God within them , that ſtill plucked them as a pray out of 
the hands of theirenemie . Some againe (that I know ) haue beene 
afraide that they ſhould ſpeake blaſphemic againſt God and treaſon 
againſt the Queene ; and haue beene ſo tempted thereunto, that they 
haue held their mouthes with their hands leaſt it ſhould out, and yet 
when they haue beene willedto vtterit, they could not, but cleane 
contrarie, inſtead of treaſon and blaſphemie , haue ſpoken all good 
in moſt heartie and holy manner that might be, both of God and of 


the Qecene , by which they haue perceiued and confefled inthe ende 
; B " to 
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ro Gods great glory, thattheſe were illuſions of fathan, and that Gods 
ſpirit is ſtronger in them then the temptation, when they hid ſuppoſed 
that God hadcleane ſorſaken them ., Oh Tam damned, I am damned 
thou crieſt:whotold thee ſo;Surely it is the voice of Sathan that would 
haue itſo,belecue him not, for he thatis compounded all of lying and 
. falſhood cannot pofiblely- ſuggeſt ary trueth vnto thee.” Oh if Lcould 
feele ſome comfort in my ſoule,I were well:if1 could pray from a fee- 
ling hart and belecue cffeQually,&c. then I were well. Then I ſhould 
hope that God would be mercifull ynto me : but content thy lelfe s 
there is atime for all thinges faith Salomon, atime to weepe and a 
time — , lothere isa time of affliRion, and atime of -deliues 
rance out of temptation, if that time ;were come that thou ſpeakeſt of, 
then were thy affliction atanend, andthe tempration ofno force nor 
effect,but nowis the time of caſting dowhe and of tne tempters forci= 
ble working, but waite on God, he is thy preſent hclpe and thy God, 
with patience poſſeſſe thy ſoule yatil{ the time be come for thy.deliue= 
rance,andyerely when Gods rods haue had their working;, to frame 
thee vnto God, the time will come that thou'ſ{halt haue geliuerance, 
though now thou ſayett with Dauid, Lord why ſtandeſt thou farre off 2 
and hideft thy face,enomin the time of affliction ? yet after the conflict is 
ended( which muſtbe when God will, and not when thou wilt)thou 


ſhalt fing ioyfully and triumphantly, Lerd thou haſt beard the deſire of 


thy poore ſernant, thou prepareſt wine heart , then benaeſt thine care, ta 
helpe thy prore comfortlefſe ſeruant , that the hellſh enemic be no more 
Cauſe of feare, | s 
Againe, thatintimc of thy ſpirituall conflict, rhy ſoule may hope 
for ſoine more comfort and firength inthe end, then forthe preſent 
thou feeleſt, it ſhall-not be amiſſe for thee to call to minde the former 
experience that thou haſt had of Gods goodnefle towardes thee in 
time paſt, whereby thou mailt aſſure thy ſelfe that he will be - good 


vittorhce againe, as Dauid ſaid, T be Lordihat hath deliucred me from

: Itisfor that perhaps thou diddeft not vſe it asthou ſhouldeſt , when 


thou haddeftir before,thou wert peraduenture a lazie profeſſor of the 
Goſpell, or a proud hearer of the word, or negligent in the worſhip 
of God, both with thy ſelfe and thy familic, or it may be thou did- 
deſt waxe proude of Gods graces, and diddeſt not giue him his due 
honour, orit may be thou diddeſt make ſome raſhe promiſe ( pre- 
ſuming vpon thy owne ſtrength )that thou wouldelt do this or hat 

or that thou wouldeſt neuer commir ſuch and ſuch a finne againe, 
And therefore the Lord (to let thee know thy {elfe )like a moſt wiſe 
father, bath for a time taken away his graces from thee , and the fee- 
hng of all ſfpirituall comfort, and yet for all that loueth thee as his 
childe . And hecrein the - Lorde dealeth with thee , but as thou 
wouldeſt deale with thy owne childe if thou haſt any ; when 
the childe abuſeth anye thing that he delighteth in , it is taken 
from him, and layde vp till another time , and he made belecue 
thatit is quite taken from him , the childe would haue it alwayes 
inhis fight, but that may not bee for diucrſe cauſes : and in like 
manner dealeth the Lorde with his children , it ſufficed Jacob to 
heare that his ſonne Ioſeph was aliue, though he ſawe him not , ſoit 
ſhould ſuffice the afflited conſcience to knowe that Chriſt liveth in 
him, though his ſpirituall eye be ſo dazeled, that as yet he cannot 
ſee him, yea there is a holye defire to ſce and feele Chriſt in thee, 
as an earneſt-penny, though itbe as ina bag ſealed vp , and intime it 
ſhall be delivered thee , yea though thou goeft as a malefactor 
that is condemned gocth to execution, out of. all hcpefor life, yet 
(as ſome friend of his: ſueth out his pardon for him, and delivereth 
it hum even when he is on the Ladder readie to be turned off, to his 
greater ioy more then he expected, euen ſo Chrift Jeſus hath ſued 
out thy pardon, and when thou thinkeſt there is no waye but one 
with thee, and that isto hell , even when thou ſeemett to thy ſelfe 
to bee'paſt all hope of recouerie , then ſhall the ſpirite of Chrift 
Neppe vp in thy heart, which now ſcemeth to be gone, orto Jye 
aſleepe, and ſhall deliver it vnto thee, with this meſſage of com- 


fort, S5nne be of good cheere, thy (innes are foroinen thees

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 Andinthe meanetime know that Chriſt is not gone from thee bur 
ſleepeth in thee, as he did in the ſhip, and that was bur- onely during 
the tempeſt, but when they 1n the ſhip were afraide of finkivg, they 
cried, Saue vs Maiſter we periſh elſe, and then he awaked andrebu- 


time of tempeſtuous temprations , bur whenſoeuer thou. art in any 
perceiue by the yoyce of the Church thatis in thy caſe : In my bed by 
Cant.

Wit the word preached,reade in the ſcriptures,8 labours of the godly lear- 


ned, vſe praier, and conference, and meditation, and ſo wait on God, 
whois thy preſenthelpe andthy God : butthou faiſt rhou canſt not 
heare with delight, thou canſt take no pleaſure in. reading of good 
bookes, nor hearing of them redde ynto thee , thou canſt not brooke 
conference and praier, thou doeſt diſtaſt them all: yetI ſay vie them 
ſill, asa good man taketh meate and drinke , and phiſicke, though ir 
be againſt the ſtomacke, and calt yp all againe, yet he defireth to di- 


: l; oeſt it, and ſo by ofcen taking , atlaftdoth gather ſtrength , and take 
gd l: | that willingly with hope, which before he receiued againſt his will 
f Wi with a kinde of loathing.
